Wrestling With Competitiveness

As a holder of almost $30,000 in ac- 
counts payable from farmers, and a 
seed and fertilizer retailer for 27 years, 
I can tell you that your position that 
farmers must lower their prices to mar- 
ket clearing levels is incorrect and irre- 
sponsible journalism [Upfront, Des- 
perately Seeking A Solution, 
September/October] . 

The American farmer may well be 
feeding 79 other people, but his earn- 
ings do not allow him to pay his fertil- 
izer bill. I would much rather cut my 
sales in half and receive full payment 
than to continue with normal sales, and 
only get paid for half. 

It’s time the fertilizer industry recog- 
nize that if we are to remain a viable 
part of the agricultural service sector, 
farmers must profit first. Market clear- 
ing levels are really farmer clearing, 
and put small businesses in a position of 
insolvency. If farmers are to sell grain 
for half the cost of production, then the 
fertilizer industry should do the same. 
Neither you nor I could remain in busi- . 
ness without a profit; so why advocate 
profitless farming?* . 

The low price concept you embrace 
has already forced thousands of good 
hard-working farmers off the land, 
bankrupted more than 100 rural lending 
institutions, and placed the entire Farm 
Credit System in a position of in- 
solvency. American agriculture is suf- 
fering from lack of profit — not lack 
of exports. In fact, had Carol Brookins 
extended her graph, it would have 
shown that the United States exported 
more grain in 1984 than in 1979. There 
is little relationship between exports 
and profits.

slower sales .'iThe cycle would then esca- 
late. Foreign competitors would further 
increase their own production as we 
withdrew from the world market. With 
nearly 40 percent of our output moving 
to overseas markets,* we have no choice 
^but to become competitive. 

Agriculture and the American farmer 
are going through a serious crisis. 
However, this crisis has-been encour- 
, aged, by policies that shield farmers 
from markets. The issue is not whether 
the American government should con- 
tinue to provide massive direct subsi- 
dies to support the American farmer. 
This is a political and economic fact. 
But, we must separate “income sup- 
port” for farmers from market prices if 
we want to get back in business. There 
is no other sector of the U.S. economy 
— including the fertilizer industry — in 
which the federal. government sets a 
minimum price guarantee, and is the 
ultimate buyer for surplus production. 

American farmers- have met world 
competitors successfully in the past, 
and can do so again if they use. their 
Resources wisely. I believe that most 
fu.S. farmers would choose policies to 
give them access to expanding markets, 
rathef than retreat behind a high wall of 
i artificial government programs.
